West Coleman Residents 
Threaten Council With Non- 

Payment of Taxes; Town 

Fairly Free of Disease. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. 
Present were Mayor Antrobus, 
Councillors Aboussafy, Dutil, 
Ford, Jenkins and Ramsay. 

George Derbyshire was present 
to ask council’s co-operation with 
the local Canadian Legion branch 
in sponsoring „Army Week" from 
June 29 to July 5. The Legion has 
a number of ideas which they hope 
will make the week an unqualified 
success such as a decorated bi¬ 
cycle parade, having a number of 
soldiers home on leave, military 
parade, etc. These ideas will be 
further discussed when the coun¬ 
cil and Legion meet next Sunday 
evening to prepare a program. 

Mr. Jack Clarke again asked 
council to relieve the pressure 
against his back fence, which he 
claimed was due to the town hav¬ 
ing four years ago dumped gravel 
too close it. It was revealed at 
that time the town had built a 
rock wall for his neighbor in order 
to relieve pressure of the gravel 
against the latter’s fence. Council 
moved that a similar rock wall be 
built for Mr. Clarke. 

Charles Makin was present to 
see if any steps had been taken by 
council to collect the ash fee 
through taxation. Council inform¬ 
ed him that no further steps had/ 
been taken on the matter. A mild 
argument started regarding the 
hauling of ashes. According to 
Mr. Makin he is having a tough 
job collecting from a number of 
citizens and has to stand much 
abuse. Some citizens were guilty 
of dumping ashes in the big hole 
on Fifth street. The by-law gov¬ 
erning ashes was read which says 
it is compulsory for citizens to 
have ashes taken from their pre¬ 
mises. Others failed to have pro¬ 
per ash receptacles and he had to 
scrape ashes off the ground. 

Council ordered him to have a 
cover on his truck starting imme¬ 
diately and to dump the ashes in 
the town dump in East Coleman. 
Many complaints had been receiv¬ 
ed from residents at the west end 
of Fifth and Sixth street* on ash 
dust coming from the sports field. 
The question of raising the month¬ 
ly fee was brought up but will be 
fully discussed at a later date. 
Council assured Mr. Makin they 
fully realized he had many diffi¬ 
culties and would co-operate with 
him in making his job a little eas¬ 
ier. 

A delegation was present from 
West Coleman asking council to 
help drain some backstreets and 
basements which still remain flood¬ 
ed. The stench, they state, is now 
becoming unbearable. Various re¬ 
medies were proposed by the dele¬ 
gation. It was finally decided 
that the town foreman and his 
helpers would be sent to West 
Coleman and that Mayor Antrobus 
take the steps to secure permis¬ 
sion to divert the creek should 
that be necessary in order to al¬ 
low sufficient drainage from the 
flooded area. 

Complaints are again being re¬ 
ceived from West Coleman resi¬ 
dents who claim their property is 
sinking due to underground work¬ 
ings. One party stated $150 dam¬ 
age had been wrought to his pro¬ 
perty. A letter will be sent Inter-

The medical health report re¬ 
vealed that two mild cases of scar¬ 
let fever had been found in town 
and two mild cases out of town. 
Or**_case of mumps was also re¬ 
ported. A number of children had 
been inoculated against fever and 
diphtheria. 

In his report on sanitary condi¬ 
tions in the flood area, Dr. Claxton 
stated that conditions were satis¬ 
factory. At this time of the year 
bacterial growth is not acute and 
there are few flies and insects to 
carry disease. He recommended 
that the town water supply be ex¬ 
amined. 

The latest water analysis re¬ 
ceived by the council revealed that 
the water is pure. 

A letter was received from the 
town band secretary stating that 
the band had been invited to take 
part in the Calgary Stampede 
parade and asked for a donation. 
^Considerable discussion took place 
' on the band, it -being stated that in 
past years the band donation had 
not been spent as council would 
have liked it to be spent. How¬ 
ever, this year conditions were 
changed. A few adults were work¬ 
ing hard to train youngsters to 
play as a band and have it purely 
a local affair. It was felt that their 
efforts should be recognized and 
encouraged. Councillor Jenkins in¬ 
formed council that it was not the 
intention of the band leaders to 
use all the youngsters as some 
were not ready for a test of this 
nature. A few bandsmen would 
be secured from neighboring 
towns to strengthen the local band. 
He thought, but was not quite 
sure, that all the youngtsers would 
be taken on the trip. A donation 
of $25 was granted. 

In view of the amount of work 
done by council in trying to meet 
C.P.R. and government officials to

Since the area is af¬ 
fected by caving in the old mine, 
by great amount of water stand¬ 
ing every spring to late summer, 
and also by the flood, the value of 
our property is reduced by over 
50% and you GENTLEMEN 
should take that into deeper con¬ 
sideration before sending us a tax 
notice. 

“Also we the undersigned tax¬ 
payers jointly together, strictly 
opposed towards paying the 1942

A communication received from 
Great Britain at the Health League 
of Canada’s headquarters here casts 
an interesting sidelight on the highly 
organized system of child welfare in 
Great Britain compared to official 
neglect in Canada, especially in Cana¬ 
dian industrial areas where children 
of women war workers are allowed 
to roam at will without suitable 
creche or nursery accommodation, 
Dr. Gordon Bates, general director, 
said in commenting on the measures 
taken in England for care of children. 

“Cars form mobile units for infant 
welfare, each equipped with every¬ 
thing from a cook stove to an in¬ 
fant’s layette and complete accouche¬ 
ment equipment. These are known as 
"Nannie I”. Nannie II is a ma¬ 
ternity van equipped for emergency! 
feeding of mothers and infants. Nan¬ 
nie III is equipped with spare sup¬ 
plies of all sorts.

Warm Weather Is Needed 

Plenty of moisture throughout southern Alberta gives 
the crops a good start, though it has been too cool for 
comfort. Though conditions from a farming stand¬ 
point are good at present, a spell of very hot weather can 
rapidly cancel the benefits of the early rains, so that it is 
not wise to bank too much on bumper crops so early in 
the growing season. Grain growing has many hazards 
to face, antfeven though the price of grain has been 
raised to a level more in keeping with production costs, 
a'poor yield leaves the farmer with a short income. In¬ 
dustrial workers fare better, and with war’s demands 
steady employment will continue. The coal mining in¬ 
dustry of the Crows Nest Pass towns is working to 
capacity, and big developments are being made at Fer- 
nie to meet increased demands for coal for railway pur¬ 
poses. The movement of freight over this division of 
the C.P.R. clearly demonstrates the increased activity 
which war has brought to all lines of industry, for while 
some, such as automobile, refrigerator and radio manu¬ 
facturing plants have been closed, workers so released 
are being employed in essential war industries. Unfor¬ 
tunately the farmer is not in such a favored position, for 
in addition to weather hazards he is handicapped by 
shortage of farm labor. Yet food is essential for the 
successful carrying on of the war, in fact a nation going 
short of food would soon lose its stamina and ability to 
carry on. 

Heavy Submarine Toll by Enemy 

The tide of war goes back and forth, and the United 
Nations still suffer setbacks, the most serious being the 
toll taken by enemy submarines on the Atlantic coasts 
of the North and South American continents, ft requires 
superhuman effort to replace these losses, besides the 
patrolling of the sea lanes to destroy.the raiders. They 
have a wide area in which to work and comparatively 
few warships are available to combat them. Valuable 
supplies necessary for carrying on the war and for feed¬ 
ing the civilian population are being destroyed, and this 
is in a measure the cause of rationing which will likely 
impose more restrictions than at present in force. 

Army Week to Aid Recruiting 

Evidently intended to popularize the army and to en- _ 
courage recruiting, “Army Week” is the newest propa¬ 
ganda effort originated by someone in Ottawa. We ad¬ 
mire the boys who join the Army, equally as 
much as we do those who join the Navy and the Air 
Force. But these efforts to encourage recruiting raise 
the question in people’s minds, why should it be neces¬ 
sary when the government has the power to draft men 
for the fighting forces? Voluntary enlistment is the 
ideal thing, and the young men who have the spirit .to 
volunteer need little or no urging. Those who are not 
so willing to enlist will hardly be influenced by “Army 
Week.” The results of recruiting tours of armored 
units were disappointing. If the country needs the men, 
the government has the power to draft them. Political 
strategy is too much to the fore in Premier King’s ac¬ 
tions. As leader of the government, the lion’s share of 
the responsibility rests on him. 

Summer Sports and Stampedes 

July in Alberta is the time for those annual gather¬ 
ings which bring people together to celebrate. The 
most important of course is the Calgary Stampede. Next 
to that in importance locally are Madeod Stampede and 
Beaver Mines, south of Burmis. Brocket also has a 
stampede. Many other southern towns, including 
Claresholm, Cardston, Raymond, and others, have 
similar gatherings. Shows in which men, horses and 
cattle play a leading part are more popular in Alberta 
than in any other part of Canada, the reason being that 
this province was originally a wide-open ranching coun¬ 
try. The days of the round-ups still linger in people’s 
minds, and the Stampedes or Rodeos satisfy the desire 
to see the spirit of the early days kept alive. 

Confidence Must be Restored 

Breakdown of refunding negotiations between the 
provincial government and the bondholders of Alberta 
securities is to be regretted. The province is willing to 
pay V/ 2 per cent, on its long overdue indebtedness, but 
the bondholders’ representatives want 4 per cent. The 
credit of the entire province suffers from the debt repu¬ 
diation and interest cutting policy of Premier Abefhart’s 
government, and a fair deal will have to be made with 
creditors before Alberta’s name will be honored among 
those who may have funds to invest. No sensible per¬ 
son would invest money in a province which cuts its 
contractural interest rate or talks of interest free loans. 
Would the premier or his advisors loan their money 
without receiving interest ? Decidedly not!

TO RETAIL STORES 

Conserving tin, vital to Canada’s 
war effort, the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment has made it illegal for any 
citizen 'to throw away used col¬ 
lapsible metal tubes and have or¬ 
dered citizens to turn in all used 
tubes available at the earliest pos¬ 
sible moment. 

All tubes which have contained 
tootle paste, shaving cream, toilet 
accessories, must be turned in to 
drug, cigar, general or departmen¬ 
tal stores. These tubes contain tin 
which is vital to the war effort and 
260 such tubes will provide all the 
tin necessary in equipping one of 
Canada’s modern bombing planes. 

Co-operating with the Govern¬ 
ment, Coleman business houses 
have established receptacles in 
their stores into which the used 
tubes may be dropped.

Additional cards will also be de¬ 
livered for every person resident in the household, 
who bears a different last name from the head of 
the household. If needed, extra cards may be secured 
from local post offices. 

These application cards should be filled out immo 
diately and dropped in the nearest mail box or post 
office. A pamphlet giving complete instructions will 
be delivered with each card. As soon as your name 
is duly registered at headquarters, ration cards, 
good for a ten-week period, will be mailed to you— 
one ration card for each person in your home. These 
will be for sugar only. 

Coupon Rationing for Sugar 
Becomes Effective July 1st 

Beginning July 1st, no one will be permitted to buy 
sugar for regular domestic use without a ration 
coupon. 

Prompt co-operation on the part of the public in 
filling out and returning their application cards is 
necessary to ensure return of the ration coupon 
card in time to purchase sugar on or after the 
above date. 

Remember—the amount of sugar allowed each indi¬ 
vidual under the new coupon rationing plan will be 
exactly the same as allowed at present—J pound per 
person per week.

NO RIDES ON TRUCKS 

Attention of all truck owners 
and drivers is called by Mr. Walter 
S. Campbell, regional representa¬ 
tive of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board to the new regula¬ 
tions, forbidding truck drivers to 
carry passengers, unless in pos¬ 
session of a permit to do oo. This 
applies even to employees of the 
truck owner, members of his fam¬ 
ily, or persons carried free. 

Exception only is made when 
livestock is being carried, when

Paper Salvage 

Much Time Is Lost Through Improper 
Methods Of Preparation 

Headache and loss of time for sal¬ 
vage collectors are caused by im¬ 
proper preparation of newspapers 
and magazines by householders. 
Newspapers should be kept clean and 
flat and tied in firm bundles of about 
50 pounds each. Magazines and books 
should be tied in bundles of about 
75 pounds each. Use strong twine 
and tie both lengthwise and across. 
Corrugated boxes should be flattened 
out and tied in firm bundles of about 
50 pounds. Waste paper such as en¬ 
velopes, writing paper, crumpled pap- 
of all kinds and ordinary card¬ 
board boxes should be packed in old 
bags or in large corrugated boxes. 
Do not include cellophane, wax paper, 
glassine, carbon paper or tar paper. 
These have no value and take time 
for sorters to remove).

Factory Made Cricket Bats But Now 
Makes Rifle Stocks 

A North of England factory which 
used to make cricket bats has now 
turned over to producing butts and 
stocks for Tommy guns and rifles, 
says the St. Thomas Times-Journal. 

It occurred to its manager when 
war broke out that his machines 
dould be adapted for making the 
wooden “furniture” of guns. The 
suggestion was pooh-poohed at first;

Today the machines which three 
years ago were turning out cricket 
bats are shaping four slabs of wood 
into four rifle butts in as many min- 1 
utes. Other machines complete the 
92 processes which are necessary be¬ 
fore the butts and stocks go into the 
ammonia chamber to mellow. They 
are then treated with linseed oil. 

The craftsmen who made the cric¬ 
ket bats maintain that today, out of 
a pile of other rifles, a seasoned war 
veteran will still choose their work 
for its “feel.” 

Ownership Transferred 

Britain Has Given Island Of Patos 
To Venezuela 

Patos (Spanish for ducks) Island, 
a 170-acre dot in the Caribbean, three 
miles off Venezuela, used to be one 
of the tiniest bits of the British Em¬ 
pire. The Foreign Office kept a re- ; 
tired Negro policeman from nearby 
Trinidad there as caretaker. All he 
had to do was run up the Union Jack 
daily. His family and his goats were 
the sole inhabitants. There weren’t 
even ducks. 

Britain originally claimed the islet 
under the 1802 Treaty of Amiens 
which gave it Trinidad. But since 
1904 Venezuela has disputed its 
ownership, and the squabble threat¬ 
ened the otherwise friendly relations 
between the nations. 

On May 21 Britain did the noble 
thing. King George signed a bill 
ceding Patos to Venezuela free of 
charge.—Newsweek.

Naturally, since the question of 
security enters into it, I shall not 
attempt to speculate as to where the j 
attacks took place although, judging!

little ports it is not too hard for an I 
ex-ship-news reporter to figure out 
within fifty miles or so. 

What is most important, now that 
the sneaking underwater hounds have 
at last gathered their courage to the j 
point of risking their lives in confined j 
waters, is the steps to be taken by , 
members of the Individual Citizen’s | 
Army. 

There is no need to worry about the 
steps that are being taken by the 
Canadian Navy- - it was immediately 
announced that long-prepared plans 
were at once put into effect.

They shelled the California' 
coast. That was done from a sub¬ 
marine. 

It can happen here; 

Not beyond the bounds of possi¬ 
bility are landings at obscure spots!

That is why a recruiting campaign 
is going on for the Reserve Army. 
Married men in the acceptable age 
group and married and single men 
whose categories unfit them for over- j 
seas service are needed to form a j 
"Home Guard.” There may be work j 
for a home guard much sooner than j 
we complacently anticipate. 

There are long miles of shore-line [ 
on both sides of the estuary in which 
scattered farm houses are the only 
signs of habitation.
